FIGHTER WHO CAME BACK
It may be' that champions never come

back Into possession of a title once they
lose it. but many another fighter has re'
versed a previous result, and In convinc
ing fashion, too.

Back In the late "90's we had a boxer
around Chicago named George Klrwan
who was so much of a puzzle to the
critics that I christened him "The MS'
ter," and the title stuck to him long
after he had retired from the ring.

He was a waiter in one of the leadln
clubs here and took up boxing in an ac-
cidental wa, Harr Gilmore. I believe,
being the first man to "kid" him Into
thinking he could fight. George had
naturall wiry build and was as touch
as rawhide, but what he didn't know
about boxing according to the book
would take a long time in the telling.

As a matter of fact he couldn't box at
all along orthodox lines, but for all that
he was a winner right from the start.
He was a lightweight, and beginning at
the lower rungs of the ladder he cleaned
up all of the local bO8

Klrwan went Into battle with arms fly-

ing like a couple of propellers, first with
his right side and then his left advanced
to the foe, as open as a gate and looking
to be as easy to hit as the side of a
barn. He made the most grimaces as
he tore around the ring, screwing his
face into horrible contortions that usual-- 1

convulsed the crowd and nonplussed
even the steadiest ot opponents.

They hit him but they couldn't hurt
him. He didn't seem to ever hit them,
yet he made them all die like dogs in
the ring. The truth of it was he was so
tough and active In the ring that his op-
ponents Just naturally exhausted them-
selves keeping pace with him And you
had to go his stle finally. He got even
the most clever of them missing wildly
and flnall had them boxing Just as wild
as he was.

It was highly amusing but extremely
puzzling. They brought men here to
whip him. but none of them could do It.
And like man another freak in the
ring Klrwan. was all right as long as
he went along In his own style. When
they taught him to be clever ever body
licked him. Among others that he best-
ed here was Jack Moffat, then a oung
fellow Just coming up. He afterward
proved to be a near champion among
the middle-weight- s, and today Is a city
detective here and father of a large

"Slaffing" Clubhead strikes ground
back ball, messing the shot.

"Missing" Spraining one's verte
brae, at the same time clipping the
air Just over the ball or on either side,
the ball remaining stolidly indifferent
to any action going on, and motion
less.

Golf etiquette: When the opponent
is addressing this ball the polite goir-e- r

should say out loud: "Do jou think
you will make this shot, honorable
opponent?"

If he refuses to answer, put the
query to him again at the top of his
swing;. This will give him determina
tion and confidence- - Also practice
swinging nearby, so he can see how
the shot should not be made.

After Jack was beaten he refused to
believe it. and sought another chance.
He got it and slipped the old K. O. over
on Klrwan in the fourth round. It hap-
pened over at Hanon's handball court on
Kedzle avenue. A crashing punch with
the right haud put the "Mstery" down
and out. He decided when he came to
that Moffat was too big for him, which
was the truth.

But that battle was the starting of
Moffat's successful career and really the
start of Kirwan's downgrade dash.

Yet Klrwan won several surprising
battles during 1S97. which was the ear
of the second Moffat battle. The "Mys-ter- "

was a good card on the Southside.
and one day they matched him up with
a colored boy from Memphis named
Chappie Jones. He was a tall, hungry-lookin- g

fellow of a chocolate color and
came here with a good record.

Klrwan went at him the same as he
went at the others. His left was stuck
out straight and his right was straight
out behind as far as he could reach with
It. He presented a comical picture as he
stood there. But Jones wasn't amused.
He was there for business. He feinted
Klrwan rapidly and then drove home as
pretty a left hook to the Jaw as Charley
White ever got away with. It landed
flush and stood the "Mjstery" full on
top of his head In the middle of the ring.

George was nothing if not game and
arose blindly without --waiting for the full
count. While he was getting his bearings
Jones stepped In with a right swing to
the other side of the Jaw and the 'Mys
tery" never knew an thing for twenty
minutes.

The contest lasted a minute and forty
seconds and the finish found the big
throng almost as completely paralyzed
as was the fallen fighter.

Three weeks later Kirwan met Jones
again. This time he was trained and
Chappie, flushed with the ease of his
first victory, wasn't, Klrwan won in six
rounds. That disgusted Chappie and he
sought and got another meeting. Just
one month after the second one.

Klrwan knocked him out completely
with a wild swing In the second round
after abusing him scandalously in the
first round.

This shows that some of them can
come back after crushing defeats. Some
can and some can't. Jones was found
drowned In the Mississippi River a short
time after that.
